As the amendment 
has not been entered, the arguments do not overcome the rejection of record over claims 36-87 
under 35 U.S.C. 103(a). Note as well that the declaration under 37 CFR 132 by Dr. Lanza and 
accompanying references have not been considered since they are not solely directed to issues 
newly raised in the final office action. The rejection under 35 U.S.C. 103 based on the teachings 
of Wolfe et al. and Collas et al. was first applied in the office action mailed on 12/19/01, paper no.
